The full-colour magazine entitled Private 100 explicitly describes and depicts male and 
female sexual activity in simple photographic stories. Private 100 tends to promote 
and support the exploitation of children for sexual purposes, the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct, and bestiality, which is deemed objectionable under 
s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This content, 
together with the manner in which it encourages criminal acts by depicting sexual 
access to a female facilitated through such activity, and the manner in which it 
portrays violence and coercion in association with sexual conduct, is given significant 
weighting. The magazine is classified as:
